STORM TOSSED, 


Trying Experience of the Crew of the 
Schooner John T. Taylor.

— 


Five Daysin a Terrific Gale Without Food 
or Water—One of the Crew Washed Over- 
board; the Others Rescued in an Almost 
Dying Condition—Capt. Mumford’s Inter- 
esting Story. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yorx, September 22.—The steamer Cren- 
fuegos, fromthe West Indies, brought to this city 
yesterday Capt. Thos. Mumford, first mate; 0. 
Olson and Louis Abrahams, Benj. Washington and 
Edward Moran, seaman, belonging to the three- 
masted schooner, John J. Taylor, from which vessel 
the steamer rescued the men on the 18th inst. in lati- 
tude 30° 11’ longitude 75° 46’. Theschooner was 
water-logged and demasted and the men had not 
tasted food nor water for fifty-two and a half days. 
One of their companions ‘was gone, also 
having been washed overboard three 
days previously. All the men were 


completely exhausted, but were carefully treated 
and no evil effects resulted from their long expos- 
ure. Capt. Mumford gave the following account of 
the disaster: 


“We left Fernandida, Fla., on the 11th inst., with 
a cargo of lumber for Laga All went well until 
the 13th, when aterrific hurricane overtook us, 
causliig « very heavy sea. The vessel labored vio- 
lently, but we were unable to make steerage way. 
Huge waves dashed completely over us, and we 
were compelled to lash a man tc the wheel, and the 
rest of the crew to the pumps, as we were leaking. 
The storm did not abate next day, but I 
think we could have weathered it, had it 
not been that we were run into at 2 o'clock on the 
morning of the 15th inst. We were then sailing 
under a close reefed foresail and the vessel that ran 
into us was a schooner, scudding 

UNDER BARE POLES. | 
We were struck amidship three times, the schooner 
rebounding each time. She scudded away in the 
darkness after that and we discovered our damage 
extended under the water line and almost through 
our vessel. She filled intwo hours and, as the sea 
was still high, she rolled heavily. In order to pre- 
vent her going over we cut away the masts. We 
were all becoming exhausted and could do nothing 
to ease our vessel. Her sails were 
even with the water's edge and wave 
after wave dashed over us as we clung together for- 
ward. The pangs of hunger and thirst began to as- 
sail us, as we partaken of no nourishment since 
the storm caught us. As darkness set in and no 
sail wasin sight, the men began to lose hope of 
being rescued—a hope strong with us all through 
the day. Ati0o’clock that night poor Phil Gra- 
ham, one of the seamen, wastorn away by a wave 
which seemed to carry usalidown by its weight. 
We could do nothing for our unfortunate compan- 
ion; in fact, he was out of our sight before we could 
clear our eyes sufficiently to see anything. This ac- 
cident disheartened us more than anything 
else, for Graham was much liked 
by us all. We clung together closer than before 
for fear another wave would sweep usaway. Our 
eyes were heavy from want of sleep, but we dared 
not close them, and through that night we huddled 
together, knowing that, if our strength failed us, 
DEATH WOULD SURELY FOLLOW. 

At sunrise, we strained our eyes for a sail, but none 
was in sight. The sea had not moderated and our 
water-logged vessel was tossed about like a chip. 
We prayed for aid, but. throughout that day not a 
soul was seen and darkness set in. Half famished 
for food, our throats for water, we longed 
to drink of the water which dashed over us, but 
knew our gufferin would increase. All

us. Onthe morning of the i7th the wind moder- 
ated. Shortly after the sea subsided. We were 
enabled to got the cargo gaff up,and on it we hoisted 
a signal of distress. Nosail appeared thatday. At 
sunset we did not believe we could hold out through 
the night. Our sufferings increased until we were 
nearly c from exposure and hunger. Weclung 
together, like insane men. Our very condition made

tous. That night was clear and we all got sleep 
now and then. We did not sleep all at once, but one 
or two watched while the others __ slept. 
On__—itthe pone | of the 18th we eagerly 
scanned the horizon, but nothing but water could be 
seen. All hopes seemed gone, and there was nota 
man in our party who had not prepared to give u 
his life. Our joy knew no bounds when, at 6o0’cloc 
that night the tall masts of the Crenfuegos hove in 
sight. We were afraid those on board would not see 
us and we could not shout. They saw our signal of 
distress and our rescue was accom plished, 
the water being perfectly smooth. I cannot speak 
too highly of Capt. Faircloth and his officers and 
crew for the kindly treatment of us ail.”

Lonpon, Beptember 22.—A Shanghai dispatch to 
the Times says: A new complication has arisen in 
the French-Chinese difficulty. The blocking of the 
bar at the mouth of the Woosung River has been or- 
dered by the Chinese authorities, although the 
passage for the ships of neutrals isto be left. This 
action is due to Ch.rese disbelief in the promises of 
the French, A veritable panic prevails in Shanghai 
and the merchants of neutral Powers have asked 
the naval commanders of the Powers to take some 
action, The British Consul has advised the Chinese 
authorities to obtain skilled foreign assistance and 
keep the traffic open. The Russian Consuls have been 
ordered to protect the French interesta,wherever the 
French Consuls leave, The Russian fleet in Chinese 
waters comprises one iron-clad, three cruisers, two 
corvettes and six gunboats. Three other fron-clads 
are expected to arrive. This strength in view of 
the smaiiness of the Russian interests in China is 
considered significant.

Were Formed. 
From thé Buffalo Courier.

of sixty feet.. The northern barrier of the lake 
was of limestone formation.

The 
course of the river in ss way out of the 
valley of the ancient lake It flowed 
into the channel of the present Niagara, where 
the present Tonawanda River enters now. It 
curved around the southern margin of Grand 
Island, which formed a shallow part of the 
northern in of the lake, and had risen as a 
peninsula in the course of time, and then flowed 
north into the original channel of the outlet, 
thus determining the two branches of the 
present river. The branch of the Niagara River 
which separates the island from the main land 
is of quite modern origin, as testified to by 
seprs Well, the erosion across the thin 
bed of Niagara limestone naturally cut one or 


4 the other parts of the outlet deeper than the 
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4 years.

‘The branches of the river joined again into 
one stream asthey approached the heavy Ni- 
agara limestone at about the sit® of the new 
suspension, or foot bridge, and rushed north 
for about three-quarters-of a mile, where they 
fell over a ice of about one hundred feet.

Below this fall of one hundred feet that 
Ihave just spoken of the river descended in 
rapids over shale until it encountered the Clin- 
ton li ne. near the railway suspension 
bridge, where it took another leap. ~ From here 
a short rapid carried it to ths entrance of the 
whirlpool, where another fall was caused by 
uartzose sandstone of the Medina group. 

‘Thence there was a rapid current tofOntario ba- 

sin. The volume of water then was exceedingly 
small as compared with the estimated twenty 
miilion cubic feet of the present. Now, at the 
time of the glacial period the movement of the 
ice sheet was in a northeasterly direction. The 
channel of thé great river which I 
remarked about inthe beginning was exca- 
vated deeply and the valley of the great lakes 
wasformed. Whenthe Arctic climate again 
changed into a temperate one, the ice sheet re- 
treated northwest and in its melting spread 

- over the land all the ground-up material as well 
as the rocks which had been caught up and car- 
ried under, and the valleys of the St. David's, 
Tonawanda and others were more or less com- 
pletely filled up with drift. The channel of the 
old Tonawanda River from the whirlpool was 
also included in the filling process. After long 
ages the ice disappeared and the bed it had oc- 
cupied became the seat of the chain of great 
Jakes. At this time Lakes Erie and Ontario 
formed two e bodies of water and were at 
the same level—that is, their surfaces were 
even with Lewiston heights. The waters in 
the lakes began to subside anda mud flata 
peared between them, extending from Buffalo 
to Lewiston.

“I have always been taught that Niagara 
falis;were originally at Lewiston, and wore 
theit way back,” said the reporter.

MONEY THAT NO ONE OWNS. 


Millions Unclaimed in the National 


Treasury. 
Washington Cor. Louisville Commercial. 

A curious fact shown by the United States 
’s balance sheet at the close of this 
year’s business is that there is nearly $20,000 of 
outstanding Government securities on which 
the money is due and uncalled for. On all of 
these interest has been closed, and there can be 
no possible reasons for the holders to delay sal 
i them for redemption. Some of them 
n due formany years. On some of 
them are due large sums of interest, which 
have not been called for, so that the interest on 
these alone amounts to $347,000. What has 
become of these documents and why they are 
not presented is something no one can find out. 
Some of them matured a half a century ago, 

and are still unheard from and unpresen 

Of the old debt which matured prior to Jan- 
uary 1, 1837, there is still outstanding $57,665 
of principal and $64,174 of. interest. Of the 
Texan indemnity stock, which matured twenty 
years ago, there is $20, yet outstanding not 
presented. Of the 5-20’s of 62, which matured 
more than ten years ago, and on which interest 
ceased at that time, there is still outstandin 
$335,250. Of the 10-40’s of °64, which ma 
five years ago, there is yet unpresented $178,- 
850, with interest of $15,460 due and un- 
paid. Of the 6 per cent consols, which matured 
two years earlier, there was $276,600 yet unpre- 
sented, and of the 6 per cent consols ma in 
1879, there is over half a million dollars yet un- 
called for, with interest matured, $56,990. 

Of the 5-per cents, which matured in 1881-82, 
there is still nearly $800,000 unpresented, 
though the interest ceased at maturity. Of the 
compound interest notes of 1864, which bear 6 
per cent interest, and which matured in 1867 
and 1868, over $200,000 are still out and un- 
called for, while of the 7-30s of the same year, 
which matured more than fifteen years ago, 
$138,800 has never yet been called for, nor has 
some $20,000 of interest on them been de- 
manded. What has become of these bonds, 
which represent so much money, is hard to 

derstand.

Some of them have probably been destroyed, 
perhaps the majority of them, though itis 
proper to add that the bulk of the $19,000,000 
due and unpresented is of that which has fallen 
due within the last year, and which 
will doubtless be presented when the weil-fed 
and leisurely coupon clippers realize that there 
are no more coupons to clipped upon them 
or that if so clipped they will not be hono 
because of the fact that the bonds have been 
called. There are, however, large sums which 
have been due many years, and have not been 
paid simply because they have not been pre-

Such aliceuse certainly was 
required for the protection of the minister or 
magistrate uniting the couple, but not to ren- 
der the marriage valid, Any person authorized 
by law to perform the ceremony would have 
told him that. Had he enlisted the services of 
any such person, the marriage would have been 
lawfully binding on the parties in Kentucky, 
though the minister or magistrate would have 
violated the law by marrying them without a 
license. There are thousands of couples in 
Kentucky who were married at Aberdeen, in 
Ohio, without the license required by the law 
of Ohio, but whose marriage has been held 
binding in Kentucky courte for all purposes, in- 
cluding prosecutions for bigamy. So, accord- 
ing to his own statements and impli- 
cations, his first marriage was a very 
informal affair, indeed, a mere agreement 
before two witnesses, neither authorized by law 
to pronounce a couple man and wife. It was 
simply an agreement to cohabitate upon trust, 
and no marriage at all.

IRISH JACOBITISM. 

The humorous intention in the story that at 
every election there are voters who cast their 
ballots for the late ANDREW JACKSON finds a par- 
allel in yesterday’s riot at Castlewellan in 
County Down, Ireland. The cause that stands 
behind the fight is the Stuart family, and the 
principles that that unfortunate race represents. 
The memories, bitter and unwholesome as they 
are, which the Pretender’s cause has bequeathed 
to Ireland, live after the last drop of the Pre- 
tender’s blood has ceased to flow in the veins of 
any living man. In England and Scotland 
Jacobitism died on the field of Culloden in 1746, 
but in Ireland it survives yet, and the Irish 
race has brought this issue to America, and on 
many a 12th of July in Canada and the United 
States blood has been shedin the streets of our 
great cities to vindicate the “glorious, pious 
and immortal memory of WILLIAM of Orange.” 

And yet there is one reason behind the appar- 
ently unreasonable and diseased sentimentali- 
ty, which. thus keepsalive an unfailing source 
of slot and disorder. The House of Orange and 
the Hanovarian. Succession represent to the 
Irish mind English Ascendency in its most _bit- 
ter and unjust form. This very town of Castle- 
wellan and the County of Down exhibit, 
as well as any other part of Ireland, 
what this Ascendency meant in a country com- 
posed of Irish Catholics. Some four or five 
great Irish families had held this land since thie 
beginning of the historical period. They had 
branched out and ramified and intermarried 
until the county was filled with a happy peo- 
ple, joined to each other by a nexus of consan- 
guinity, and attached to the ground by that 
fiber of patriotism which grows so strongly in 
the Irish breast. They were not a barbarous or 
uncivil people, as the testimony of contem- 
porary English history of the seventeenth cent- 
ury shows. After the Confederation of 1642 
and the Settlement which was won by the 
sword, Down was especially loyal to the Stuart 
Kings of England. For that loyalty Crom_ 
WELL first, and WILLIAM afterwards, made the 
richest county in Ireland a desert. The land- 
holders were torn from their homes and their 
places filled by Adventurers. No troth was 
kept with the mere Irish. The penal laws 
ground them beneath the heel of triumphant 
robbery. They were aliens in their own coun- 
try. Sunk into poverty, disarmed, outlawed, 
despised and subjected to constant contumely 
and degradation, the proudest Celtic blood has 
had some difficulty in forgetting and forgiving 
its wrongs. In the eighteenth century 
you could have found ragged brigands in the 
Mourne Mountains who could trace their clear 
descent from RopERICK the Great, or from 
Con of the Hundred Battles—strains so ancient 
that MONTMORENCY or MEDINA would be men 
of yesterday beside them. 

The riot at Castlewellan was foolish; nothing 
can be won by hoisting black flags and destroy- 
ing police barracks—but it was natural. It 
would be much more reasonable for Orange and 
Green to meet each other half way, to forget 
old differences and forgive oid wrongs, and togo 
to work as one people to build up a new nation; 
but this reconciliation would be easier if the 
whole habit of thought, the education and his- 
tory of Ireland, could be entirely blotted out 
and forgotten.

THE PROHIBITION VOTE. 

The Prohibition party appears to be rent in 
twain by a division on the question whether its 
support of St. JOHN or of BLAINE will best 
promote the Prohibition policy. 

The veteran leader of the party,'Nzau Dow 
of Maine, whose authority has bee: undisputed 
until this contest began, takes the ground that 
it is only in and through the Republican party 
that the Prohibitionists have succeeded in 
Maine, Iowa, Kansas or elsewhere in the past, 
or can hope to succeed anywhere in the future. 
He vouches for BLAINE as a cautious, but 
adroit and efficient friend of the cause, and sin- 
cerely believes that every vote for BLAINE is as 
much a vote for Prohibition as any vote that 
was ever cast for the Republican State ticket 
in Maire, in Iowa, or even in Kansas when Sr. 
Joun himself was the Republican nominee for 
Governor. j 

On the other hand, St. JouHNn represents and 
leads the Prohibitionists who are not satisfied 
with what the Republican party has done for 
the cause, and who are impatient of the delay 
in’ the surrender of that organization to Prohi- 
bition control in some States, Having whip- 


.ped it into a surrender in so many States, they 


vinced that ite hesitation in others, and 
country at large, is not a matter of priv- 
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ciple or conviction, but of campaign strategy 
merely, and that it will promptly espouse the 
cause of National Prohibition when taught by 
this election that it cannot elect‘ President 
without the solid Prohibition vote, 

So far as Prohibitionists are concerned it is 
simply a question of obtaining complete 
possession of the Republican organization, on 
which they feel that they already have a very 
strong hold. Some of them, like the radical 
Abolitionists of old, are for standing aloof and 
using the balance of power lever to capture the 
organized opposition to the Democratic party. 
Others, like the more eunning anti-slavery 


politicians of the past,think it best to bide their. 


time and rely on their powerful co-operation 
to gradually mould the Republican party to 
their purposes. 

This latter view seems to prevail most wher- 
ever Prohibition is the strongest. Nzan Dow 
and the Maine Prohibitionists are pleased rather 
than discouraged by Mr. BLainx’s dodging the 
vote on the Prohibition amendment, Col. 
JUTMORE, who was nominated as the straight- 
out Prohibition candidate for Governor of 
Kansas, declined on the'ground that fidelity to 
the cause of Prohibition required all Prohibi- 
tionists to support BLAINE and the Republican 
State ticket. In States where a Prohibition 
ticket endangers the success of the BLAINE 
ticket, we find the Republican press ringing 
with statements like the following, which we 
take from an editorial in the Philadelphia Call: 

Neal Dow is for Blalne. Francis Murphy is for 
Blaine. J. B. Grinnell of Iowa is for Blaine. Mrs. 
J. Ellen Foster is for Blaine. The various district 
conferences of the Methodist Church in Iowa have 
declared for Blaine on the Prohibition issue. The 
Rev. Dr. Keeler of lowa, speaking for the Prohi- 
bitionists of his State, says they are for Blaine as 
against St. John. The Women's Christian Temper- 
ance Union of Kansas has adopted a resolution 
declaring that the success of Prohibition depends 
upon the triumph of the Republican national ticket. 
The various temperance unions in the same State 
have passed similar resolutions. 

On the whole the indications are that a large 
majority of the Prohibitionists will keep their 
old places in the Republican ranks, regarding 
the nomination of BLAINE as a great victory 
for their cause and a guarantee of the future 
ascendency of the Maine idea in Republican 
party management. Mr. BLAINng’s dodging 
on the Prohibition amendment at the recent 
election has disgusted more of the opponents 
than of the friends of that measure, and there 
are positively no reliable indications that the 
latter will votesoastodeprive him of the 
electoral vote of any State which it is in their 
power to give him.

TOO MUCH WHEAT. 


Unwise Distribution of Crop Areas—Results 
to American Farmers. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatoh, 

WasniINGTON, September 22.—The Department of 
Agriculture has some valuable information about the 
condition of crops abroad—valuable, but not very 
agreeable, to the crop raiser here, who has grain to 
sell. It shows that Europe has, onthe whole, better 
crops this year thanin many years previously, and 
that already low prices are even lower there than they 
were last year. In England the crop has been har- 
vested in exceptionally good condition, so much s0 
that the Department report says that the season 
“has been marked with a red letter, and hailed as 
a confutation of the theory which the last few years 
seemed to have established, that the British climate 
was gradually, but surely, turning colder and wet- 
ter.” Good Enghish wheat, it says, is now selling 
at $1 10 per buabel, and with no prospect of an ad- 
vance in prices. In both Northern and Southern 
Germany the crop is shown to be considerably bet- 
ter than last year Australia is likely to have not 
only enough wheat for her own use, but nearly 12,- 
000,000 bushels to sell. In Russia the crop reports 
are announced as ‘‘generally favorable, but slightly 
under the average.”’ In France the wheat crop is 
seme 5,000,000 hectoliters greater than last year,and 


the prices,since it was assured, have fallen five cents 
_ ushel. In India the crop is reported good, and 

6 prospects are that the surplus for — for 
this year may reach 50,000,000 bushels. Aus- 
tralia the yield of wheatis some thirteen million 
bushels more than last year, the increase in acreage 
being very large. In Canada, too, the universal 
prosperity of tbe breadstuff production is felt, the 
wheat crop being 10,000,000 bushels better than last 
year. Thusin nearly all the wheat-producing coun- 
tries of the worid, England, France, Germany, Aus- 
tria, Russia, India, Australia, Canada and. the 
United States, as well, the wheat ae is unusually 
large and of excellent quality, while the season 
starts in with prices phenomenally low and the sup- 
ply from last year by no means exhausted. 

n view of these facts and a series of similar ones 
that have been accumulating for a number of ye 
Prof. Dodge, the Statistician of the Agricultura 
Department, again rises to remark that the ple 
of this country are going to find themselves in 
trouble if they continue in the habit acquired in the 
past years of attempting to depend on —o~ | it 
pay by producing grain for aforeign market 
The fact is, he says, that with the competition 
of the very cheap labor of Russia and India 
where wheat may be raised at a cost of thirty-five 
cents a bushel, it is going to be difficult for our peo- 

le to raise wheat, and, with the small proceeds, 
et up their present habit of buying millions of 
dollars’ worth of stuff abroad thatthey might as 
well make at home or else go without. Our area in 
wheat, he says, is 38,500,000 acres, being 12,000,000 
acres in excess of the wants of the country, the 
produce of which 12,000,000 acres must be sold 
abroad in competition with grain of Russia, South 
America, Australia and India. It is sent 1,500 miles 
by land and 3,500 miles by sea to compete with the 
half civilized fellahs of Egypt and the slavish ryots 
of India. It is, he adds,a competition utterly un- 
worthy of American fréemen and utterly unneces- 
sary, being caused by bad calculations in the dis- 
tribution of crop areas; for, while we export one- 
fifth of the wheat production we import one-seventh 
of the barley consumption and $100,000,000 worth of 
sugar, which brings $150,000,000 in the local mar- 
kets, in addition to,ihe cost and profit of refining 
here. Labor, he says, should be more 
evenly distributed in the produc- 
tion of all the articles required » 
ae pace of this country, especially as agricul- 
nations are proverbially poor everywhere. 
Considerable attention is also given to the wheat ca- 
pabilities of India, in which the effect of the pro- 
posed railway and canal extensions on the capacity 
of that great wheat field are taken into account. 
The conclusions arrived at are that while with these 
facilities added toits present ability to produce 
wheat at 35 cents busbel, it will be a dangerous 
competitor, its bilities as to area of wheat land 
and quanti at can be produced have generally 
been over mated.

tter—Superiority of American Manu- 


“No, we were at Dresden, That seemed far 
enough away at first, but when the epidemic began 
to move Eastward, we determined that we would be 
safer at home, and we lost no time in starting. Had 
I been alone, I would probably have come through 
part of the stricken region, but as I had my family 
I concluded totake the northern route, and hence 
we saw nothing of the scourge. But between you 
end me I do not think that there was enough danger 
to justify the creat scare that occurred. I think 


that with ordinary precautions as to health a man 
could travel almost anywhere in safety. It seemed 
as though the disease was restric to only such 
q rs as those in which the most 
unhealthful conditions prevailed. I regretted ex- 
ceedingly when I heard it had gained a foothold in 
Xaples, because that is one of most beautiful of

*But does not one explanation of the limited ex- 
port of manufactured goods lie in the fact that we 
do not attain a high enough standard?” ; 

“By nomeans. As a rule American goods are 
too fine for the markets of Great Britain and 
Europe. The cloth which the masses of the people 
over there want must be very eoaee-onenper than 
alinost anything we manufacture. The Engiishman, 
for instance, even though possessed of a comfort- 
able income, wears business suits made of a rough 
and rather flimsy cioth called cheviot, 
which can be made (for from $14 to 
$18. It is really very poor in quality. Here 

‘in America we manufacture imitation cheviot that 
is always much tiner than theirs. It is very pe u- 
lar here, merely @ecause it is known to be so 3 - 
giand; but when our cheviot ismade up with hand- 
some trimmings and linings, it costs all the way 
from $50 to $70 per suit—a price which an English- 
man would never think of paying for business 
‘clothes. We manufacture for home trade, and aim 
to export only the surplus of our manufactures, but 
_ this surplus is so costly that we can’t competé in a 
cheap market with the inferior goods. So with our 
fine cottons and linens. We may send themto Eu- 
ropean markets, where the 
WEALTHIER CLASSES WILL BUY THEM, 
knowing their superiority in durability and texture; 
but tthe goods come in compeétitionthere witha 
home manufacture which, beg very poor and 
rough, can entirely undersell ours, and which 
therefore, are the almost universa) choice of 
workmen whose wages do not compare with those 
of America. What the European markets want is a 
line of goods cheaper tham could be sold at all in 
this country, and our manufactories can't afford to 
equip factories to turn out such stuff for export 
alone. This rule applies, I think, to all lines of 
goods that we make.” 

**Boots and shoes, too?” 

“Yes. In the first place, you can’t get a good 
pair of boots or shoes made in all Europe. That is 
a strong statement, but I speak advisedly. England 
has some reputation over here for its Waulkenphast 
shoe, but you can't get a well-made well-fitting 
shoe in England, The people, i tell you, 
won't pay for them. The articles they make 
are poorly put together, very lacking in 
beauty, and liable to give way when but a few 
weeks inuse. Ihave & soe to drop right off a 
comparatively new shoe, and it seemed as though it 
were only pasted on. My experience in that partic- 
ular had been such, that when we went away this 
time we took a large stock of shoes for our children 
from a St. Louis shoe house. As an experiment I 
had one pair of shoes made by a shoemaker*who 
supplies royal patrons, and the result was disgust- 
ing, though the price wasas high as for fine work 
here. The fact 1s, that where the general trade de- 
mands fine goods there will the good workman be, 
and in shoes and cloth America is far superior to 
the countries over the water.

QUICK KILLERS, 


Union Market Butchers Discuss Mr. 
Dunn’s ‘Challenge. 


Some of the Men Who Have Made Records 
as Fast Butchers—Old Contests in Speed 
—The Various Methods of Dressing Cattle.

| 


“Oh, he may if he kills in the packing style, but if 
he does it much under ten minutes the other way 
he'll be doing pretty weil, you can depend on that,” 
was the sententious speech of a brawny butcher as 
he leaned over a block in Union Market this 
morning and _ discussed with & group 
the challenge that Thomas H. Dunn has addressed 
to Michael Quinlan to kill and dress a beef ready for 
market. 

“Are there two ways of kiiling?”” asked a Post- 
DisPaTou reporter of the speaker, who is one of the 


most expert butchers in the city. 

“Yes, most certainiy, and that fact must be 
considered when a _ contest is arranged, as 
there is such a wide difference in the methods that 
the trial would result in nothing satisfactory. The 
two methods are distinguished as the ‘market’ and 
the ‘packing.’ In the former there is not much 
thought given to the time taken in killing, asthe 
stores and shops are supplied by such killers, and it 
is necessary that 

THE BEEF BE WELL DRESSED. 

In the large packing houses, however, little or no 
attention is given to the appearance of the beef, as 
it is canned or packed away and the public gets no 
chance to see the way it has been handled.’ And it 
iS not a very easy thing to deceive the public in such 
amatter either, as the difference can be easily 
marked. For instance, in killing for packing 
the work is done about twice as fast; and in taking 
off the hide or skinning the critter, they are often 
compelled to leave great chunks of meaton the 
hide to avoid cutting the skin. Then again the 
washing is seldom done properly, the blood is not 
removed right, and the backbone is frequently 
hacked all to pieces in the hurry of gettin 
the lece finished. Such  roug work 
easily discovered when it is placed on the blocks 
for retail trade. Of course, thischallenge is meant 
to apply only to market killing, as nobody would 
take any interest in the way it’s done by the pack- 
ers. The record in this city for market killing was 
made by Jim women f about twenty years ago, 
when he _  dresse @ bullock in seven 
and one-half minutes. This, although 
very fast, seems slow when you see a packer get 
away with a beef in four or five minutes, and do it 
too, several times in the course of a day’s work.” 

“What is the manner of killing in a contest?’ 

“The word ——s is a misnomer, since 
in a match the contestants 
their work after the animal has been killed, bled, 
and has had the legstaken off. Then with a few 
quick slashes of the knife the hide is removed. The 
carcass is then sawed or chopped down the center 
and the jobisdone. The hardest part of it is the 
splitting down the center, for which some butchers in 
& contest use the saw, others the cleaver, 
and it is in the use of one or the other of these two 
tools that the time is gained and the match lost or 
won. The more careful killers use the saw, as one 
slip of the chopper from the direct line, would ruin 
all chances for win the prize. By the cleaver 

reat deal of time is gained, one stroke 
of the axe doing the work of six motions of the saw. 
It mustn't be understood, though, that each man 
does his work in the contest alone, He always has 
an assistant to remove the entrails and the other 
light work. It is hard to tell just what is gained by 
these contests, as a deader always wants his 
killer to take all the time that can be used consist- 
ently, Why,if the ordinary killer goes into a 
slaughter house and slays and dresses a bullock in 
an hour, be is doing fair work. If they take the 
animal bled and ready for dressing, good time is 
made if they finish him in twenty minutes. There 
are 

SOME PRETTY FAST KILLERS 

in St. Louis, and it is hard to find 
in any city better slaughterers than Michael Quin- 
lan, John Scholl, Louis Koehlerand Jon Keating. 
The fastest butchers arefound in Chicago because 
there is so much packing done there that speed is 
the principal uisite, New York has the tastiest, 
and a stroll through any of the big markets 
there will show it to be true. The last 
contest of that kind in St. Louis was about three 
rears ago when Sullivan and Keating beat two fel- 
om front Chicago for a stake. These matches are 
not looked on with any great favor by reputable 
butchers and are engaged in chiefly by professional 
killers who have no meat ~obusiness' of 
their own and make their money 
by hiring out to kill beeves for dealers or packing 
houses. Some men of that kind work in one day 
for half a dozen houses.” 

The Quinlans were not at the market to-day, but 
it is well understood that nothing will 
come of the Le pam thrown down by 
Dunn, as Mi l Quinlan will not 
enter any such match, The friends of Mike are 
very numerous about the market, and there are 
some who say that he can kill fivetoevery three 
that Dunn can dispose of. had no reputation 
as a killer two years ,and if he is swift now he 
must have acqui his rapidity in handling 
the knife and cleaver during his 
service for the packers, where s is developed, 
The business of professional killing proves lucrative 
to an industrious man who can derive a good in- 
come from a day's work in which twenty animals 
on the average are handled.
